on  the    balcony    of   the    Royal  Hotel   and,   bv 
the  aid   of    field  glasses,    see    tins    fellow    step 
from    the   «mi-side  alter  sighting  it.  and  re- 
main bolt  upright  whilst  watching  tlic  effect 
of  its  shell.     As  our  guns   were  firing  simul- 
taneously with  "Long  Tom's"  puff,   in  hopes 
of  catching   its  mti/./Je  before  il  dropped  be- 
hind the  protecting   earthworks   it    is  easy  to 
I  imagine  the  danger  this  plucky  fellow    ran  by 
exposing  himself   in   the   wav   he  did.    Our 
,  shells euvered  U«  distance  from  the  tatter; 
to    "Long   Tom"    ill    about  four  seconds   less 
than  "the    21  that  those    ot    the  Boer   big  zvn 
look  to  1  each  us. 

Of  Course  all  the  enemy's  cannon  are  being' 
j  worked  by  Germans.  People,  here  cannot 
:  understand  bow  anybody  in  Hug  laud  has 
temaiuird  m  ignorance  of  the  preparations  the 
TratlSMt.pl  has  been  making  for  litis  War. 
They  say  that  scarcely  a  steamer  of  the  Ger- 
man East  African  hue  arrived  oa  the  coast 
without  binding  sometimes  as  nnii''  as  12  ot 
[30  Genuui  artillery    officeis.    Hundreds   of 
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foreign  ofnceis  are  taking  pari  in  this  cam- 
paign against  us,  and  Continental  powers  will 
profit  by  their  experience  and  observation. 

judging  from  what  I  have  heard,  one  eftect 
of  the  present  war  will  be  a  revolution  in  our 
artillery  — in  the  anuaiiients,  not  in  the  me- 
thods, because  nothing  could  he  more  perfect 
than  the  way  our  men  handle  their  pieces 
Their  smartness  in  get-tins  into  aeliou-aud 
out  of  it,  too,  when  necessity  arises— is  little 
short  of  marvellous. 

On  Wednesday  the  enemy  contented  liim- 
selfwilh  an  exceedingly  desultory  bombard- 
ment. He  was  variously  rumored  to  he  mov- 
ing away  from  the  hills  and  lo  he  fixing  up 
fresh  guns  to  bear  upon  the  town  and  camp. 
Now,  rumors  are  as  thick  as  (lies  in  Lnfly- 
■smith.  I  am  sorry  that  language  fails  to  de- 
scribe how  plentiful  are  Hie  insects  :  but  when 
I  affirm  that  we  are  obliged  at  meals  to  brush 
them  successively  off  our  knives  and  forks, 
our  plate,  the  piece  of  food  we  may  he  steer- 
ing towards  our  mouth,  and  wipe  them  from 
our  lips  so  that  they  shall  not  intercept  the 
morsel  at  the  last  moment,  some  hunt  idea 
may  be  formed  of  the  difficulty  there  is  not  to 
gulp  them  down. 

It  is  the  same  with  'die  rumors  ;  one  has  all 
the  trouble  in  the  woilrt  not  to  be  swallowing 
them"  continually.  I  think  dies  ought  to  spare 
those  people  who  do  not  spread  fly-papers 
around  to  attract  them;  and  1  think,  also, 
that  rumors  should  not  be  sprung  upon  us 
when  we  haven't  the  safety-valve  of  the  tele, 
graph  wire  to  enable  us  to  pass  them  oil  to 
a  confiding  public.  Consequently  we  have 
learned  to  whisk  rumors  away  exactly  as  if 
they  were  flies. 

The  tactics  of  the  Boers  at  the  present  mo- 
ment are  rather  puzzling,  They  must  know 
by  this  lime  that  a  relief  column  is  mobilis- 
ing, and  may  be  behind  them  any  fine  morn- 
ing. We  bear  ourselves-but  this  is  rumor— 
that  Gen.  French  has  had  a  go-in  with  the 
enemy  near  Coleuso,  and  has  given  1dm  a 
hammering,  and  that  before  Sunday  a  strong 
column  will  have  assembled  at  Esleourt,  His 
interest,  if  the  Itoer  wants  to  breakfast  in 
Ladvsmith  as  a  mild  recompense  for  being 
deprived  of  eating  fish  in  Durban,  is  to  attack 
us  and  to  do  so  at  once.  Pie  must  have  seen 
by  yesterday's  experience  that  we  snap  our 
fingers  at  a  'mere  bombardment,  and  that  if  be 
continues  to  get  one  civilian  killed  and  three 
soldiers  wounded  per  600  shells  he  will  have 
to  heap  metal  yards  high  over  the  place  before 
he  crushes  our  garrison  and  town. 

To-day  we  served  him  even  more  cruelly  by 
not  deigning  to  reply  to  one  shell  in  a  dozen, 
which  be  amused  himself  by  dropping  around. 
The  Boer  is  a  restless,  shifty  foe,  There  is  not 
a  day  but  that  be  seems  to  have  a  removal  on 
hand.  The  balloon  watches  hiiii  trekking 
away  here  and  there,  and  if  three  removals 
are  as  bad  to  him  as  a  fire  he  must  he  in  a 
pretty  bad  way.

constellation  of  Hercules,  called  the  apex  of 
the  sun's  way.  The  earth  participates  111  the 
motion.  Every  hour  the  sun  sweeps  onward 
20,000  miles  nearer  the  goal.  It  would  seem 
that  with  tiiis  marvelous  velocity  we  might 
soon  get  there,  but  so  immeasurable  is  the 
distance  of  (lie  stars  ii;  this  constellation  that 
the  sun  and  his  svaleui  traveling  at  the  pre- 
sent rate  will  recuire  more  than  1, 000,000 
vents  to  reach  the  frontiers  of  Hercules,  And 
yet  the  earth  bends  ami  bows  in  obedience  to 
these  mighty  forces,  and  its  inhabitants  live 
ami  die  in  serene  unconsciousness  of  the  vary- 
ing attractions  which  she  is  powerless  to  resist 
as  she  every  year  makes  her  grand  circuit 
around  the  sun.

The  London  correspondent  of  the  Man- 
chester Guardian  tells  us  the  story  of  a  South 
African  returning  lo  England  who  secured  an 
option  to  purchase  15,000  hardy  Basulo  ponies 
at  a  price  of  about  £1$  each,  He  called  at 
the  war  office  and  offered  the  option  to  the 
government,  He  was  referred  from  one  official 
to  another,  and  after  much  waste  of  time 
could  get  no  satisfactory  answer.  lie  explain- 
ed that  he  did  not  desire  to  make  a  penny  of 
profit  out  of  the  trau»ction.  and  was  prepared 
lo  transfer  the  option  to  the  war  office  for  the 
price  it  had  cost  hint.  It  was  in  the  days  that 
the  colonies  were  being  informed  that  "in- 
fantry was  preferred,"  'and  the  reply  to  this 
patriotic  offer  was  that  the  war  office  did  not 
see  its  way  to  entertain  the  proposal.

The  earth  is  in  perihelion,  or  nearest  the  [ 
sun,  on  the  2d,  at  which  time  she  will  be  j 
3,000,000  miles  nearer  the  suti  than  when  in 
aphelion  or  her  'most  distant  point  from  the 
sun,  on  Julv  2.  'Hie  result  is  that  when  the  ' 
earth  is  at  this  point  of  her  orbit  the  sun's  | 
diameter  is  the  greatest,  the  earth  moves  the 
fastest,  and  her  nearness  to  the  sun  tempers 
"the  severity  of  winter.  The  sun's  diameter  is 
measured  every  day  hi  the  year,  and  when 
nearest  the  earth  the  increase  in  diameter  Is 
abottt  ;,  per  cent  .  a  variation  loo. small  to  be 
detected  without  a  telescope,  and  vet  sufficient 
to  represent  the  immense  distance  given  above.

To  tlie  Editor. 
Sir.  —I!  is  with   extreme    relucts 
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On  Saturday  next,  the  24th   instant, 
we  are  expected   lo  unite  ill  celebrating 
the  tenth  anniversary  of  the  promulga- 
tion of  the  constitution.      We  need  not 
say  that  the  people  are  taking  very  little 
interest  in  these  anniversaries,  for  it  is 
well  and  widely  known.       It  has  long 
since  been  discovered  that  the  republic 
is   not  for  the  people,  but  for  a  com- 
paratively small  group  of  officeholders. 
There    is  no    effective    expression    of 
public  opinion    or    popular   will  in    the 
elections,  and   the    returns   show-    that 
the  people  are  not    taking  the  trouble 
to  vote.     There  is  no  popular  choice  of 
representatives,    no  popular    discussion 
of   public    questions,    no    consulting    of 
public  interests  in    the     framing    and 
execution  of  laws.     The  country  is  gov- 
erned practically  by  a  ring  of  political 
speculators,  who  make  and  execute  laws 
for  their  own   glory,    satisfaction    and 
protection.     They  have  crude  ideas  of 
republican    government   and   they  have 
impracticable  theories  of  the  functions 
and  powers  of  government  which   they 
are  zealous  in  promoting.     All  this  they 
call   republican   government,    and  they 
are    anxious    that   tile    people    and    the 
outside  world    shall  agree  with    them. 
As  the  first  decade   of  this  government 
has    now     passed    into    the    realm    of 
history,  it   would    be   well   were  every 
Brazilian   citizen    to  give  a  few  hours 
reflection  to  the  results  which  have  been 
secured    by    this  new   form  of  govern- 
ment.     A  government  is  good  or  bad, 
right  or  wrong,  according  to  its  results 
in  promoting  the  progress  and  welfare 
of  the  people.

—We  see  by  the  Diario  Popular  t\mt  a  gross 
falsification  of  Nestle's  food  is  being  sold  in 
Sao  Paulo.  As  this  heartless  speculation  en- 
dangers the  lives  of  infants,  great  care  should 
be  taken  to  buy  only  from  reputable  dealers 
who.  import  the  genuine  article,  The  lalsifiers 
when  caught,  should  be  severely  punished. 

—  The  increase  in  the  suburban  _  passenger 
traffic  shows  that  residents  are  steadily  moving 
out  into  the  suburbs  to  escape  the  heavy  rents 
which  have  ruled  in  ibis  city.  The  great 
number  of  empty  houses  and  the  reductions 
invents  prove  that  the  landlords  are  feeling 
the  lossantl  are,  at  the  eleventh  hour,  trying 
to  recover  their  tenants.  They  put  on  the 
screw  when  they  had  the  opportunity,  and 
extorted  the  last  vinteiu  from  tenants  who  had 
no  choice  but  submission.  Let  us  hope  that 
empty  houses  will  now  teach  them  a  valuable 
lesson.

We  wiH,  nevertheless,  endeavor  to 
do  this,  and  to  be  so  far  novel  as  to  plead 
that  good  old  Tory  doctrine  «tlie  wisdom  of 
our  ancestors"  in  support  of  tile  theory  that 
1900  will  close  the  nineteenth  century.  T.el 
w»  look  at  what  the  London  newspapers  have 
said  upon  the  point  at  the  critical  date  in 
times  past.  There  were  none  ill  1600,  so  we 
must  let  that  pass.  There  were  no  dailies, 
moreover,  in  1700,  but  if  the  Post  Alan,  the 
Post  Hoy,  and  the  Plying  Post  of  the  period 
covering  January  i,  1700,  be  searched,  no 
claim  that  a  new  century  had  been  com- 
menced will  be  found,  though  it  will  be  dis- 
covered a  year  later.

Mr.  Eighteenth  Century,  at  the  great  age  of 
one  hundred  years.  »i  If  there  was  one 
journalist  then  living  who  would  have  been 
delighted  to  dispute  what  everybodv  else 
believed,  if  lie  had  considered  it  at  all  pos- 
sible, it  was  William  Cobbett;  but  even  that
